R B is hydrogen or a C]-C6alkyl or C2-C6 alkenyl group, 

R A is hydroxy or an optionally substituted carbocyclic or heterocyclic ring, 

or R A and R B taken together with the nitrogen to which they are attached form an 
N-heterocyclic ring which may optionally contain one or more additional hetero 
atoms selected from O, S and N, and which may optionally be substituted on one 
or more ring C or N atoms.

(IE) as defined in claim 1-, or a salU hydrate o r solvate thereof, effective to inhibit said 
HSP90 activity.

treatment for protection from hypoxia-ischemic injury due to elevation of Hsp70 in the 
heart and brain; or treatment of scrapie/CJD, Huntingdon's disease or aft4~Alzheimer's 
disease.
